“In the penitentiary at Columbus, 
said Burroughs, “but since I served 
my term I have been working and try­ 
ing to lead a straight 
life, and this

since I came out. I would not have 
got Into this difficulty had I not been 
under the influence of liquor.” 
“My inclination,” said the judge,

you a reformatory sentence 
on account of your age, but the fact 
that you have served a term in the 
penitentiary precludes me from show­ 
ing vou this leniency.

Veteran Soldier George Fetterman, 
who was aresident of Youngstown for 
years and laid sidewalks for Finch,! 
Mauser and others, but moved away 
to Wellsville in 1886, and is now living 
in East Liverpool, is in the city stop­ 
ping at the Central hotel, 
says th e , 
Youngstown Vindicator. He is blind, 
his loss of sight being due to a sun­ 
stroke and a wound in the head whilst 
in the service. 
Mr. Fetterman is drawing a beggarly 
pension of $12 a month, but made ap­ 
plication for $72. to which it is certain 
his affliction entitles him, if any crip­ 
pled or infirm soldier is entitled to 
that sum. 
A recent letter received by Soldier 
Fetterman is as follows: 
DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
Bureau of Pensions, 
Washington, D. C., May IO, 1900 
Mid. Div. E. R. Ex’r., Inv. Certificate 
No. 555,273, George Fetterman, Co. 
D., 41st Regiment, Pennsylvania In­ 
fantry: 
Sir:—In response to your personal 
inquiry of May 4, 1900, I have the hon­ 
or to inform you that George Fetter­ 
man has no claim pending. 
He is now 
receiving $12 per month, the highest 
rate allowed under act of June 27,1890. 
His declaration under the general law 
for w'ound of head and resulting total 
blindness, filed April 5. 1900, is merely 
a duplicate of a claim filed Oct. 28, 
1887, which was rejected November 18, 
1890, on the ground of no pensionable 
disability from alleged wound of head 
and loss of sight not being a result 
thereof.

The old soldier states that he cannot 
account for the statement that has 
been made to him that the papers he 
had on file in his case have been lost 
and he proposes to have a thorough 
investigation.

At pres­ 
ent he is playing a little organ on the 
streets and selling song books, an oc­ 
cupation which he considers a disgrace 
to the government when followed by 
an old soldier, w’ho is evidently en­ 
titled to one of the largest pensions 
provided by the law. 


Soldier Fetterman is here collecting 
evidence to be sent to his attorney, 
James T. Hunter, Typographical Tem­ 
ple, Washington, D. C., in which city 
he received a card given him in a ho­ 
tel, the card addressed to the adjutant 
general, urging him to see that imme­ 
diate action was taken. That was 
written on one side of the card, while 
on the other side was a few words 
asking that the ease be held back. 
Soldier Fetterman says that he would 
not even be getting his present pit­ 
tance but for the fact that his case 
was taken in hand by Senator Don 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania.

in way of patronage and the sale of 
my goods; hut say, old man, it makes 
me smile when I think how easy I 
have been. 
I have had 
this 
game 
played on me for years, and I’ve never 
known the 
time when a single one 
of those gala days did me any good. 
The crowds came, to be sure—came 
for a high old time and to booze to 
the queen’s taste. 
The saloon keep­ 
ers got my money, made me provide 
the prizes for the races which helped 
draw the Jolly crowd, got for them­ 
selves about all the money that was 
left in town, 
and I—got left. 
No 
more rackets of that kfnd for your 
Uncle Josh if your Uncle Josh knows 
himself, and he thinks he do. 
And, 
let me whisper this in your ear, there’s 
a lot more merchants in town who 
have had a similar experience and are 
now onto their job.

Another 
well known citizen, who takes a little 
red eye for his stom ach's ache occa­ 
sionally, said: “Why, my dear sir, our 
city would go to wreck and ruin if we 
should bar the saloon out; grass would 
grow upon our streets and business 
would stagnate.” A short tim e after­ 
ward the same man said to the writer, 
referring to the saloon keepers of the 
city; 
“They’re a mighty poor and 
mean lot. 
Outside of five or six of 
them in this city, they’re the poorest 
pay of any class of business men I’m 
acquainted with. 
They’ll 
heat 
you 
down In price to the lowest notch, and 
afterward beat you out of the account

Egyptian Chicken Factor!**. 
In hi# volume on “Present Day 
Egypt 
Frederick Penfield thus de­ 
scribes one of the interesting sights 
in the neighborhood of the pyramids, 
tile incubators in the native villages! 
“It will be found,” he says, “that the 
incubator is constructed of sun dried 
bricks and so arranged internally that 
the eggs, placed in mud constructed 
ovens on trays cushioned with cut 
straw, are constantly under the at­ 
tendant’s view. No scientific apparatus 
is employed by this man, not even a 
thermometer. 
He knows from experi­ 
ence and his own feeling howT much 
heat is needed, and he systematically 
turns the eggs several times each day 
until they are developed into peeping 
chicks. 
“These hatching establishments exist 
throughout middle and upper Egypt 
and in a season bring fully 20,000,000 
chickens into the world that grow up 
o be scrawny, unattractive fowls. Tho 
industry is thousands oT^ears old and 
seems conclusively to settle the ques­ 
tion of a chicken’s maternity by allo­ 
cating that parentage to the hen laying 
the egg. 
“The incubator Is a foster m other 
only and is responsible for stifling the 
‘setting’ instinct with Egyptian hens. 
The keepers of the incubators have a 
system of traffic with peasant farmers 
by which eggs are purchased outright 
or six live chicks given in exchange for 
a dozen fresh eggs.”

ODD OIL STRIKE. 


A Com pany 
Formed to 
Develop 
a 


Field Near the County 


Infirmary. 


Oil has been discovered on the farm 
of Mr. A. A. Fink, four and one-half 
miles south-west of Lisbon and thiee 
miles south of the county infirmary, or 
about twelve miles south of the city. 
A stock company, consisting of 14 Sa­ 
lem capitalists, has just been formed 
to develop the territory, says the Sa­ 
lem News. The company has secured 
options on more than 1,400 acres in the 
■vicinity, and drilling will be commenc­ 
ed in a few days. 
The presence of oil on the Fink farm 
has been manifested in a peculiar and 
unusual manner. This farm is situat­ 
ed on the summit of an elevation which 
includes the highest point in Colum­ 
biana county. On the topmost point 
lies a small basin, with no oil bearing 
rock above, and by digging to a 
depth of six feet in this basin a pecu­ 
liar oil bearing sand is found which 
yields at least one-tenth of pure pe­ 
troleum. The projectors think this un­ 
usual phenomena will bear investiga­ 
tion and are confident of striking oil 
in paying quantities. 
A good pressure of gas was struck 
three miles west of that point two 
years ago, and also two and one-half 
miles northeast of the same territory. 
Oil speculators from Wellsville and 
Scio are trying hard to secure options 
In the vicinity of the new scene of 
operations.

A FISH-CATCH ING FISH. 


H e H as a M onth O n r-th lr d th o Slaa 
o f HI* Body. 
Most remarkable of strange fishes Is 
the angler fish. whose very iiame seems 
a paradox, 
’l'he fishing fish Is never­ 
theless a reality and a stern one to all 
that approach those awful jaws of bls. 
With a body the color of mud lie gen­ 
erally lies iu the shadow of some rock 
ou the bottom of the sea, waiting mo­ 
tionless for the approach of his prey. 
He is provided with an odd kind of fin 
just over the mouth, and this la held 
out In front of him to give warning of 
tho coming of something to be swal­ 
lowed. 
One taken alive was experi­ 
mented on, and It was found that lf 
this projecting fin was touched with a 
stick, even though the stick did not 
come near the mouth, the jaws closed 
convulsively. This shows that the fin, 
by some provision of nature, doses the 
Jaws as soon as it is touched. 
The mouth is tremendous, growlug 
to the width of a foot when the whole 
fish is only three feet long. 
One of 
these anglers was caught not long 
since. ami. though It was only 25 luches 
long, a fish 15 inches long was found 
sticking In its throat. 
The angler la 
provided with peen liar teeth set in 
double or treble rows along the jaws 
and at tile entrance of tin* throat. 
Some of these teeth art* a foot loug. 
He is not ti pretty fish to look at, but 
he attends strictly to business and will 
swallow anything that touches his 
warning fin, whether It Is meant for 
footl or not. 
All kinds of things have been found 
In tin* stomachs of tinglers, from bits 
of lead ami stone to fish almost as large 
as the angler Itself. 
This Is without 
doubt one of the most peculiar and In­ 
teresting fish In the whole ocean.—Bt. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

It Is well known that the Chinese 
language is one of the most difficult to 
master, and for us to attempt this task 
after we have finished our school years 
is excessively l r ing and difficult, Cer­ 
tainly the mistakes one hears of as be­ 
ing made by those who begin to talk 
anti, worse still, preach Iii h language 
they fondly imagine they have mas­ 
tered are ludicrous in the extreme. 
I heard of a clergyman who waa 
preaehing to a Chinese congregation In 
the vernacular. “Come to God, oh, my 
friends; come to Got]!” he cried (or 
thought he ti it!) and was considerably 
surprised to find some of the congrega­ 
tion with broad grins on their faces, 
while others were frowning blackly. 
Great was the good man’s consterna­ 
tion when In* found he had been say­ 
ing, “Call the pigs, oh. my friends; call 
the pigs!” His mistake, I believe, waa 
due entirely to putting the accent on 
the wrong syllable, which altered th© 
whole sense of the words. 
The Chinese seem to regard a for­ 
eigner speaking Chinese like Dr. John­ 
son regarded women preaching. “It la 
like a dog standing on his hind legs,” 
said the learned doctor. “You are not 
struck w ith admiration at how well he 
does It. but you are surprised he can 
do It at all.”

“ KEMPFF.” 
W a s h in g t o n , June 28.—The Chinese 
m inister called on the secretary of state 
and communicated to him the contents 
of a dispatch which he had received 
from the Tsung Li Ye~*en at Pekin 
dated on the 19th instant. The dis­ 
patch states that the foreign ministers 
had before this date asked permission 
for the legation guards to enter the city, 
which permission has been granted: 
that they subsequently asked that these 
guards be reinforce, which the Chines * 
government was not disposed to per­ 
mit. 
The dispatch then wont on to state 
that the consul general at Tien Tsin— 
supposed to be the French consul gen­ 
eral—had telegraphed to the viceroy of 
Chih Li that the foreign admiral had 
demanded the surrender of the Taku 
forts, and that the foreign ministers 
were shortly to leave Pekin for Tien 
Tsin, with their guards. 
Under what arrangements the foreign 
ministers let* was not stated. 
Minister W u’s dispatch was ominous­ 
ly silent on that point and though the 
minister himself maintained almost ob­ 
stinately his confidence in the non-exist­ 
ence of a state of war, it was generally 
admitted that it will be difficult to ac­ 
cept his conclusion if it shall transpire 
that the Pekin government itself sent 
the ministersaway with their passports, 
or what may come to the same thing 
w ith a guard as a safe conduct. 
Ar tile 
state department, it is said that if it 
shall be explained that the imperial 
government did this, not with a pur­ 
pose of rupturing diplomatic relations, 
but simply to ensure the safety of the 
ministers, which they were unable to 
guarantee as long as they remained in 
Pekin, then there is still ground for an 
understanding. 
It was, however, pointed out that in 
such ease the self-confessed inability of 
the imperial government to maintain 
peace aud order at the capital would 
amount to ail admission of its utter 
failure as a government, and would 
leave China in a state worse than that 
of actual war. In either event, it now 
appears to the satisfaction of the of­ 
ficials that there was absolute justifica­ 
tion for such intervention as we have 
offered in China. 
The war department officials still in­ 
sist that no orders have gone forward to 
•end more troops to China than the 
N inth regiment, now on its way from 
Manila, aud the Sixth cavalry, which 
w ill sail from San Francisco next Sun­ 
d a y for Nagasaki, and perhaps Taku. 
I t is said that with these two orgauiza 
tions and the marines now on Chinese 
•oil, General Chaffee will have the full 
brigade to which his rank entitles him.

Joshua Levering, of Baltimore, prohibi­ 
tion candidate for the presidency in 
1896, and escorted him to the Palmer 
house. 
Previous to th** fall of tile gavel th* 
delegates from tile New’ Kngla.nl Stat* s 
marched iuto the hall in a body, each 
delegate carrying a canteen with the 
letters 4 U. S.,” inverted, and bearing 
the legend, “ Anti-canteen.” Ahey wen 
literally applauded. 
AfVr the conven­ 
tion had collie to order, Chairman Stew 
art proceeded to deliver his formal ad­ 
dress. 
Chairman Stewart then introduot 
Dr. John ll. H ill, of Chicago, who de­ 
livered a lengthy address of welcome.

At the conclusion of Chairman Dickie’s 
speech, th** rules aud order of business 
were adopted and committees were ap­ 
pointed.

Representatives of the 
Young People’s Prohibition League, of 
New York, were also introduced and 
spoke briefly on the work of that organ­ 
ization.

His toes and thumbs were 
bound together and lit* waff carried to a 
tree near where the others were hung 
up. The arms of the missionaries were 
rut off, their head 
hewn off, and after 
the bodies had been Disemboweled they 
wen* cast into th** river. The chapel of 
th** mission was demolished aud the 
crowd went on their way.”

A DAY IN WALL STREET. 


Prtoa* Failed to Hold and. After B a ri/ 
Advanoe, Generally Turned 
Downward. 


N ew Y ork, June 28.—Prices failed to 
hold in Wednesday’s stock market and, 
after an early period of advanoe, turned1 
generally downwards until the average 
level had fallen to below that of Tues­ 
day night. There was some irregularity 
in the movement as ami ngst the indus­ 
trials and railroads, hut the tone of the 
market during the latter part of the day 
was undeniably heavy. 
The irregular­ 
ity consisted in the better resistance to 
the depression offered by some stooks. 
This was trne of the steel stocks and oi 
the coalers, the latter being affected by 
a good showing of earnings for May by 
the Erie and the Reading companies, by 
announcement of an advance in the 
price of coal by the Reading company 
and by reports that other companies 
would follow suit. Some of the soft 
coal roads were also strong on the good 
conditions in that trade. 
But the railroad list as a whole gravi­ 
tated downwards quite heavily. The 
buying demand which was in evidence 
Tuesday and Monday, aud from which 
much had been hoped in rallying prices, 
showed increasing indifference aud las­ 
situde at the higher level at tamed. The 
course of the market was a striking tes­ 
timony of the dominance of the crop 
prospects as an influence on prices. 
London and the Euroi>ean bourses 
were all higher on the reports pub­ 
lished a br oat I of the rescue of the for­ 
eign legations by Admiral Seymour’s 
force at Pekin, aud the opening here 
was strong in sympathy.

He is provided with an (ald kind of fin 
just over the mouth, and this Is held 
out in front of him to give warning of 
tin* coming of something to he swal­ 
lowed. 
One taken alive was experi­ 
mented on, and it was found that lf 
this projecting tin was touched with a 
stick, even though the stick did not 
come near the mouth, the jaw s closed 
convulsively. 
This shows that the fin, 
by some provision of nature, closet the 
Jaws as soon as it is touched. 
The mouth is tremendous, growing 
to the width of a find when the whole 
fish is only ihree feet long. 
One of 
these anglers was caught not long 
since, and. though It was only 25 Inches 
long, a fish 15 Inches long was found 
sticking in Us throat. 
The angler Is 
provided with peculiar teeth set iu 
double or treble rows along the Jaws 
and at the entrance of the throat. 
Some of these teeth are a foot long. 
Ile is not a pretty fish to look at, but 
In* attends strictly to business and will 
swallow anything that 
touches 
his 
warning fin. whether it la meant for 
food or not. 
AU kinds of things have been found 
in th«‘ stomachs of anglers, from bits 
of lead and stone to fish almost as large 
aa the angler itself.

With a boily the color of mud he gen­ 
erally lies in the shadow of some ruck 
ou the bottom of the sea. waiting mo­ 
tionless for the approach of his prey. 
He Is provided with an odd kind of fin 
Just over the mouth, and this is held 
out In front of him to give warning of 
the coming of something to be swal­ 
lowed. 
One taken alive was experi­ 
mented on. and It was found that lf 
this projecting fin was touched with a 
stick, even though the stick did uot 
come near the mouth, the jaws closed 
convulsively. 
This shows that the fin. 
by some provision of nature, closes the 
Jaws as soon as it is touched. 
The mouth is tremendous, growing 
to the whit It of a fmit when the whole 
fish Is only three feet long. 
One of 
these anglers was caught not long 
since, and. though It was only 25 inches 
long, a fish 15 inches long was found 
sticking in its throat. 
The angler Is 
provided with peculiar teeth set In 
double or treble rows along the Jaw s 
and at the entrance of the throat. 
Some of these teeth are a foot long. 
Ile is not a pretty tinh to look at, but 
he attends strictly to business and will 
swallow 
anything that 
touches 
his 
warning tin. whether It is meant for 
food or not. 
All kinds of things have been found 
In tile stomachs of anglers, from bits 
of lead find stone to fish almost as large 
as the angler itself. 
This is without 
doubt one of the most peculiar and In­ 
teresting fish In tho whole ocean.—Bt.

P h il a d e l p h i a , June 28.—The session 
of the convention of Roman Catholic 
priests aud educators was devoted to a 
discussion of the routine workings of 
seminaries.

His toes and thum bs were 
bound together and he wad carried to a 
free near w here the others were hung 
up. 
The arm s of the m issionaries were 
cut off, their head 
hewn off, and after 
the bodies had been disemboweled they 
w ere cast into the river. 
Tho chapel of 
the mission was demolished aud the 
crowd went on their w ay.”
